Hecon- 
atructed the famous road or pass, 18 
feet wide and 30 miles long, at a cost 
of 7,000,000 francs. 

In the year 1858, the great work of 
constructing a tunnel under Mount 
Cenis was begun, and has been contin- 
ued with few interrupiiona#ap to this 
time; and it is estimated that the work 
will require at least five yeara more to 
complete it. The entrance to the tun- 
nel on the French side, is 3,946 feet 
above the level of the sea, and its ter-
